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1 . The following is an examiner 1 s statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner could not find fair 
suggestion in the prior art for the apparatus and method of providing a series of biasing current values and the 
resulting algebraic averaging of the applied currents to to a quartz oscillator including verifying and storing valid 
frequency responses for the reiterative process. . .The reference by Han et al (US 6,870,434) is provided to show a 
crystal oscillator with compensation that includes a reiterative process that includes averaging, however, there is no 
biasing process as applicants have claimed.
